President Rankine Reports 


1979 Budget 


The proposed 1979 budget on 
Page 3 reflects many of the 
policies and achievements of the 
current year. It also reflects the 
seemingly inevitable increases in 
costs and salaries that have to be 
part of the planning of all busi- 


nesses, practices and institutions. 


The budget proposed increases 
in dues because of these cost 
escalations and also because of a 
Policy set by the Board of the 
Boston Society of Architects to 
start programs that eventually will 
benefit the Chapter, both in 
revenue and in increased activi- 
ties. Because of the need to 
ensure continuing successful 
operation of the annual Architec- 
tural Show and of the newly 
started document sales service 
and bookstore, Richard Martini, a 
BAC student, was added to the 
staff during the last year. His 
activities helped enormously in 
the profitability and vitality of the 
Annual Show and in the establish- 
ment of the store. The store is 
now open for business in the 
entrance areas of the BAC and is 
also doing a healthy mail-order 
business in documents and 
books with both members and 
non-members. We expect that in 
future years the revenue from the 
show and the store will help to 
hold down the dues, but mean- 
while we are having to bear the 
load for start-up costs. It is hoped 
that members will continue to 
support these activities. 


The newly established awards 
Program is now in full swing, 
resulting in good press for the 
Chapter and for individual 
members. During the last year we 
have strengthened through the 
Massachusetts State Association 
of Architects our liaison with 
other professional groups to 
monitor state and local laws and 
to provide our input in the estab- 
lishment of new codes. 


All of these activities and the on- 
going work of the committees 
reflect the health of the Chapter 
and its increasing role in pro- 
viding a needed service to the 
architects of Metropolitan Boston.

MSAA Building Code 
Committee 


The MSAA Building Code Com- 
mittee has participated in the 
current code rewriting effort and 
has appeared before the State 
Building Code Commission at all 
the public hearings to comment 
on the proposed changes. 
Basically, the new code will be 
much closer to the 1978 BOCA 
Code and many of the most 
objectionable provisions of the 
old code have been eliminated. 
The egress provisions which 
have caused so much confusion 
will be gone, and the egress will 
be as provided in BOCA 1978. A 
number of resolutions proposed 
by MSAA were accepted by the 
Commission — among them the 
fact that amendments to the code 
will be made only once a year 
unless there is an absolute emer- 
gency. The code will be printed 
loose leaf and amendments will 
be reprinted on an entire page of 
a different color for insertion. To 
allow for orderly transition, there 
will be a six-month period in 
which either the old code or the 
new code can be used. It is 
expected that the new code will 
become effective on January 1, 
1979. The Committee is contin- 
uing to work on the new section 
proposed for the reuse of existing 
buildings which was first pub- 
lished and heard on October 3, 
1978. 


If any members have specific 
code problems to discuss, they 
should let the Committee know 
about them as soon as possible. 
The Committee presented a 
seminar at the BAC on the 
Proposed new code in June of 
this year, and those attending 
generally agreed that the new 
code will be a substantial 
improvement over the oft- 
amended document now in use.

MSAA Housing 
Committee 


The Housing Committee has 
been working with the Depart- 
ment of Community Affairs on 
contracts for Architectural 
services which had been revised 
and adapted to cover moderniza- 
tion of existing housing projects, 
small group residences and 
rehabs, as well as housing for the 
elderly. Many of the provisions in 
the contracts were detrimental to 
the best interests of both Archi- 
tects and the Commonwealth. In 
late fall of 1977, the first meetings 
were held with DCA concerning 
their modernization contracts. 
The fee schedules were un- 
believably low and the contract 
provisions were unrelated in the 
most part to the work which was 
to be done. In addition to the fact 
that much of the boilerplate 
referred to new construction 
rather than modernization, the 
contract provided for termination 
by the local authority, but not by 
the Architect. Also, the Architect 
could be terminated for not sub- 
mitting his documents on time. 


Subsequent to our initial meet- 
ings, many of the most objection- 
able provisions were corrected 
but no progress was made on 
increasing the percentage fees. 
The published schedule ranged 
from a low of 4% to a maximum of 
8% on the theory that there was a 


| great deal of repetitive contract 


work to be performed. No 
progress has been made in 
achieving a more equitable fee 
arrangement to date, and the 
Committee is currently meeting 
with the Staff at DCA to further 
discuss the problem. 


More progress was made with 
the Housing for the Elderly con- 
tract which was revised by the 
Design Review Staff of DCA. The 
Staff desired a stronger contract 
in the provisions for design 
services and a strong set of 
guidelines and design criteria was 
published and made part of the 
contract. This contract was re- 
viewed by the Committee and our 
lawyer, and there were some 
technical objections to the 
wording. These were transmitted 
to the DCA, but to date they have 
not been incorporated. 


That's the bad news. But the 
good news is that the fee 
schedule takes into account the 
increased services required and 
is substantially better than the old 
contract. Among other things, the 
contract provides for an initial 
payment of five thousand dollars 
upon signing the contract in order 
to pay for site feasibility and other 
studies. The MSAA Committee 
intends to keep working with DCA 
on these contract provisions and 
fee negotiations for as long as it 
takes to get a meeting of the 
minds and a fair document for 
both parties.
